On April 4, 1967, a Special Agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) overheard a Negro male ask the 
inquiry desk at the Americana Hotel, Mew York City, the room 
number for the Reverend Andrew Young (the. Executive Director 
of the SCLC), Subsequently, after being told that he was 
in suite 1501-15 02 , the Negix> male took the elevator which-tX^^ 
serviced the 15th floor. 

Special Agents of the FBI also observed the. 
following activities at the hotel on April 4, 1967:^^JL4r 

Martin Luther King, Harry Jachtel and an unknotvn 
Negro male walked into the lobby at 10:55 a,m. and took the 
elevator that serviced the 15th floor; at 11:05 a,m,, 

Andrew Young entered the hotel and took the same elevator; and 
at 11:12 a.m, , Stanley Levison came into the hotel andt^k the 
same elevator. 

On Aoril 5, 1967, "The Mew York Times", on oage 1, 
carried an article captioned "Dr, King Proposes A Boycott 
of Uar". The article reported that King had a news conference 
in New York City on Aipril 4, 1967, during which tirae he called 
on Negroes and "all white people of good will" to boycott 
the Vietnam war by becoming conscientious objectors to -tr 
military service 


Later, the article noted. King addressed an overflow 
crowd of more than 3,000 persons at Riverside Church, during 
which he described the American Government as the "greatest^

"The establishment of a date on which the United

In tracing the course of American involvement in 
Vietnam, the article quotes King assaying that the United 
States was on the wrong side of a vrorld revolution and urged 
that United States leaders admit "that v/e have been>^ong from

Reference had been made in his prepared remarks 
to agencies in Chicago which did not appear to be observing the 
open housing agreement which had been reached in August, 1966, 
in Chicago, and he stated that if the agencies involved, such 
as the Chicago Commission on Human Relations and the like, 


continued with their recalcitrant attitude, massive demonstra¬ 
tions could be expected in Chicago in the future* He stated 
that schools in the Chicago area generally must be more completely 
desegregated and indicated that marches by Negro students from 
all Negro schools to all white schools might be expected to 
spotlight the school problems. He noted that Cicero, Illinois, 
has a reputation of flouting itself as a segregated community, 
and remarked that demonstrations of necessity might be held in 
Cicero during the coming summer. 


Concerning King’s press conference on March 24, 1967, 
the ’’Chicago Tribune,” a daily Chicago newspaper, contained an 
article in its March 25, 1967, edition. The article noted 
Kingfe criticism of the city administration generally to live 
up to the open housing agreement arrived at last summer, and 
his comment that it was clear to him that city agencies have 
not upheld their commitments in connection with the open housing 
pact.

King stated that all efforts of the SCLC would be 
centered in Chicago this summer and that in addition to open 
housing, the SCLC and other representatives of the Chicago 
Freedom Movement (CFM) would concentrate on employment, slum 
conditions and education, as pertaining to the Negro minority 
here. When questioned about marching Negro students to all 
white high schools in Chicago, he stated, "I see no answer to 
the school segregation problem other than demonstrations.

Cook, in a press conference held on March 24, 1967, 
at 155 North Wacker Drive, Council headquarters, branded King’s 
warning made that same day that Chicago and Cicero may face 
"more massive" demonstrations during the coming summer as a 
"negative statement."

In his book,’’This Tim© the World,” copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise - National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. - 
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a Richmond* Viiglnia, dally newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL Lad, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of ’’Nazi” or ’‘National Socialism” in 
a* Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL'S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 

On August 14^ 1964, a source advised that ANP-WUFENS was 
organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1956, as an international ’’National 
Socialist” movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf 
Hitler. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality 
in this Party, that he is espousing a ’’line” of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, dlstri- 
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dominant political party in the United States and in foreign countries 

According to the "Stormtrooper’s Manual,” an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first ”to make ourselves known to the masses”; 
second, ’’the dissemination of our program and truth about the Party”; 
third, "organizing the people who have been converted to our propa¬ 
ganda”; and fourth, ’’the attainment of power through the votes of 
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On August 19, 1966, the source advised that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL presently believes that he has completed the first two 
phases in his struggle for power and is well into the third stage, 
to wit, ”the organizing of the people who have been converted to our 
propaganda.” The source added that ROCKWELL had previously believed 
that he would be elected Governor of Virginia in November, 1965, 
and when defeated, hs made the statement that he was not ready for 

e-i-aero er****. 

On December 27, 1966, the source advised that ROCKWELL 
mailed a communication to all members of the ANP entitled,’’National 
Directive from the Commander, Effective 1/1/67.” This communication 
reflected that the formal name of the Party would be ’’National 
Socialist White People’s Party” and they would still be known as 
the ’’American Nazi Party” and ’’^merican Nazis” for short.

WE ARE ALL AWARE OF THE NIGHTMARISH CASUALTIES OF WAR AS 
NEVER BEFORE. WE SEE THEM. IN OUR LIVING ROOMS IN ALL OF 
THEIR TRAGIC DIMENSIONS ON TELEVISION SCREENS, AM D WE READ 
ABOUT THEM ON OUR SUBWAY AND BUS RIDES IN DAILY NEWSPAPER 
ACCOUNTS. WE SEE THE RICE FIELDS OF A SMALL ASIAN COUNTRY 

BEING TRAMPLED AT WILL AND BURNED AT WHIM; WE SEE GRIEF-

STRICKEN MOTHERS WITH CRYING BABIES CLUTCHED IN THEIR ARMS 
AS THEY WATCH THEIR LITTLE HUTS BURST FORTH INTO FLAMES; 

WE SEE THE FIELDS AND VALLEYS OF BATTLE BEING PAINTED WITH 
HUMANKIND'S BLOOD; WE SEE THE BROKEN BODIES LEFT PROSTRATE 
IN COUNTLESS FIELDS; WE SEE YOUNG MEN GOING HOME HALF-MEN- — 
PHYSICALLY HANDIC/P PED AND MENTALLY DERANGED; WE SEE 
CHILDREN .... THEIR BURNED, BROKEN BODIES STREWN ALONG THE

A WAR IN WHICH CHILDREN ARE INCINERATED BY NAPALM, 

IN WHICH AMERICAN SOLDIERS DIE IN MOUNTING NUMBERS WHILE 
OTHER AMERICAN SOLDIERS, ACCORDING TO PRESS ACCOUNTS, IN 
UNRESTRAINED HATRED SHOOT THE WOUNDED ENEMY AS THEY LIE 
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On the ground, ^ a war that mutilates TH’jCONSCIENCE. 

THESE CASUALTIES SHOULD BE ENOUGH TO CAUSE ALL MEN TO RISE 
UP WITH RIGHTEOUS INDIGNATION AND OPPOSE THE VERY NATURE 
OF WAR. 

BUT INSTEAD, OUR HEARTS GROW HARD AND COLD TOWARD 
THE MOUNTING SUFFERING, AND WE JUSTIFY THIS BESTIAL BEHAVIOR 
IN THE NAME OF FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY. 

ONE QUESTIONS WHETHER ANY GOOD END COULD POSSIBLY COME 
FROM SO EVIL A MEANS. CERTAINLY, WITH THE HORROR OF WAR SO 
NEAR AT HAND, INTELLIGENT MEN SHOULD CLEARLY SEE THAT 
THERE CAN BE NO VICTORY FOR HUMANITY THROUGH THIS 
CALCULATED INHUMANITY. THE ONLY VICTORY POSSIBLE THROUGH 
THIS KIND OF SLAUGHTER ON BOTH SLJES IS THE VICTORY OF EVIL 
OVER GOOD. THE QUESTION OF WHICH SIDE IS IN THE RIGHT IS 
MOOT INDEED. 

LET US EXAMINE THE VIEW THAT WE ARE FIGHTING FOR 
FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY IN VIETNAM. 

A BRIEF LOOK AT THE BACKGROUND AND HISTORY OF THIS 
WAR REVEALS WITH BRUTAL CLARITY THE UGLINESS OF OUR POLICY'. 
THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE PROCLAIMED THEIR OWN INDEPENDENCE 
IN 1945 AFTER A COMBINED FRENCH AND JAPANESE OCCUPATION, 

AND BEFORE THE COMMUNIST REVOLUTION IN CHINA. THEY WERE 
LED BY THE NOW WELL-KNOWN HO CHI MINH, WHO HAD LED HIS 
PEOPLE'S RESISTANCE AGAINST THE JAPANESE. EVEN THOUGH THEY 
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' QUOTED THE AM](^ ’.CAN DECLAftATION OF INtlE'^tNDENCE IN THEIE 
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OWN DOCUMENT OF FREEDOM, WE REFUSED TO RECOGNIZE THEM, 
INSTEAD^ WE DECIDED TO SUPPORT FRANCE IN ITS RE-CON(iuEST 
OF HER FORMER OO LONY. 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN FELT THEN THAT THE VIETNAMESE 
PEOPLE WERE NOT ‘'READY" FOR INDEPENDENCE, AND WE AGAIN 
FELL VICTIM TO THE DEADLY WESTERN ARROGANCE THAT HAS 
POISONED THE INTERNATIONAL ATMOSPHERE FOR SO LONG, WITH 
THAT TRAGIC DECISION, WE REJECTED A REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT 
SEEKING SELF-DETERMINATION, AND A GOVERNMENT THAT HAD 
BEEN ESTABLISHED NOT BY CHINA (FOR WHOM THE VIETNAMESE

D r. martin LUTRL-R king is making tt Increasingly j 
b;kd for observers to take him seriously as a champion» 
of Negro rights. That cause seems to have taken second pbee 
to his jpowing fascination with protests and the dangei^ cf' 
violence as ends in themselves. 'V^at interests Dr. King mow, 
ft seems, is any course of action that will inflame tempers 
on a mass scale, whether or not it can possibly aervc the 
cause of civil rights. : I 

Two of Dr. King’s utterances over the week-end strengthoi! 
this feeling: his speech Saturday before an anti-administration 
*^ace** rally at the Chicago Coliseum, and his warnings 
at a Friday press conference that this summer wQl see protest 
marches and demonstrations that will be *‘much more mas¬ 
sive and more determined” than those held last summer tm- 
kss more dramatic progress Is made against Negro in-oblems 

Gcero.' ’ 

Dr. King’s views on Viet Nam are his own business and' 
we are not going to criticize them here, except from one . 
standpoint-^that of efficiency. It seems clear that ff yoQ ' 
want to get a job done, you concentrate on that job; you do 
not complicate ft unnecessarily by borrowing extra ^uble.; 

There is only one certain result of Dr. King’s trying to ride 
Gie anti-war horse as well as his own: It will brand Um 
uncompromisingly as an enemy hi the eyes of many p^le 
who might otherwise have listened to what he was saying 
about dvil rights. It will mobilize and multiply resistance 
to the rights movement for the sake of an issue irrelevazit 
to U. Dr. King !s weakening his own prestige, dividing and. 
confusing the Negro rights movement by giving It multiple 
elms; and aS, it seems, for the^sake of making as tnai^ ' 
people as possible angry at him.* Is this leadership? 

The plans for more protest marches show the same shortp 
.rightedness. Whatever these marches accomplished at first,-;' 
k is surely clear that by now they have become eounten- 
productive. The main result of last summer's marches was 
to organize and harden resistance to open bousing in Qie 
communities where they took place. In Cicero, for instance, " 
one outgrowth of the Labor day march was the formation 
of Gtizens for Cicero and Berwyn, an “information” groiq» 
which pounces on any hint of a move to bwer the tutWfas*

On March 25 , ISSJi a confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
he had learned that Martin Luther King and Stanley Levison 
were in conference on that date Their contact was iii 
regard to matters pertinent to the SCLC. Jy 

Levison was very concerned over King’s involvement 
in anti-Vietnam war activities and in particular, the effect 
it will have on the SCLC. Levison had in mind King’s decision 
to participate in the April 15 ', 19 ^ 7 > anti-war demonstration 
to be hell in New York City (NYC) outside the United Nations 
(UN) headquarters. In elaborating, Levison pointed out 
that the SCLC had to bear in mind that in the fund raising 
letters which it had sent out, no mention was ever made of 
the peace issue and no request was made for money for peace 
activities Levison was of the opinion that King woulj^be 
,asked by the press to explain why that was not done ^ 

< King was of the opinion that something should be 

sent to SCLC contributors explaining that his involvement 
f?-" peace activities was a matter of personal conscience on ^ 
Nhis part and that as an organization, the SCLC is basically^ 

I committed to civil rights activities, and t^t it does not^ 
use any of. its funds for peace activities •

Levison was in agreement with King»s suggestion 
and commented that contributions to the SCLC had not fallen 
off as a consequence of King*6 recent statements on the 
Vietnam war. Levison‘s apprehension over King’s decision 
to get involved was not due to any specific criticism or 
loss of funds but instead, was anticipatory of future complaints^ 
Levison pointed out that their fund raising activities are 
for civil rights and net for peace activities It was his 
feeling that a fraud would be committed if some explanation ^ 
was not made to contributors Levison agreed to handle the ^ 
matter himself, thereby relieving King of the responsibilities 
inherent to such a task. 

Levison inquired of King if he had been told about 
a letter which Joem Daves (publishers rei>resentative) had 
received from Norman Cousins, the Editor of the "Saturday 
Review'V pointing out that this publication would not run 
any of King’s articles or any of the SCLC’s material, since 
King and his organization had become active in the anti-war 
demonstrations. Cousins said the name of King and the SCLC 
would be mud within six months, therefore, it would not be 
profitable to run any of their articles. King cemmented that 
he had sent Andrew Young, the Executive Director of the SCLC, 
to see Cousins to explain the positions of King and the SCLC. 
Levison wanted to know if Cousins changed hisopirion after 
being informed that it was a matter of conscience on King’s 
part which had changed his position on the war in Vietnam 
Cousins * position was such that he felt that peace demonstrations 
were "Hate America" forces and that they would end up 
doing more harm than good; that they would bring about a ^ 
climate that would really call more for escalation than 3- 
de-escalation. Levison was of the opinion that Norman Cousins 
had always been very much in the right wing of the peace 
movement. 


Another matter considered by Levison and King was 
the SCLC’s program in Chicago It was Levison who brought 
up what he described as the housing proposition and in that 
regard^ said he had informed Chauncey Eskridge (Chicago attorney 
and advisor to King) that he would contribute $7,500.00 and 
another $1,000.00 toward the expenses incident to the program. 

The expenses, Levison commented, have already amounted to 
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over $4,000 00 and he did not see any possibility of 
them decreasing in the future The one thing about the program 
which bothers Levison is the lack of competence of the people 
who are administering the program Consequently, he felt 
a very serious responsibility to the businessjneA* of Chicago 
who have put their money in the venture. Levison advised 
King to explain the riSiks inherent to these men and to get^^ 
their word that they are doing this voluntarily. 

King, the source advised, has already contacted 
the men who have a business interest in the Chicago project 
and came away with their support after being told by King 
that their risks were minimized. After learning this, Levison 
was incensed that King had assured them of such a thing. 

He inquired as to whom King had relied upon as his economic 
advisors and after learning that Chauncey Eskridge and Jess 
Gill had been consulted, commented that neither knovs anything 
about economics. 


It was King's impression that all the Chicago 
business investors had agreed to stay with the project, and 
had unanimously agreed with the idea of six per cent interest. 
But what is actually needed to get the project underway, 
according to King, is $25>000.00 to $30,000 00 Levison 
expressed pessimism, but agreed to leave a certain amount 
of money in the project because he Is willing to risk it 
in order to do something constructive. 

King wanted to know if Levison would be able to 
attend the forthcoming meeting of the SCl^C Board. Levison# 
was not certain that he would, since he was away for a couple 
of weeks, during which time his personal business suffered 
considerably. 



The source said that he was also able to ascertain 
that King informed Levison of a meeting which he. King, had 
attended in Atlanta, Georgia, last week, during which time 
he put on paper the kind of structure the SCLC should have. ^ 
It was King's impression that the Executive Staff of the SCLC 
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received his recommendations very enthusiastically In 
elahoratingj King mentioned that he was trying to get an 
Executive Director for the Chicago operation and T. Y. Ro^rS;, 
as Director of Affiliates and Joseph Ijowery as Executive ? 
Secretary 

Levison and King ended their conference with 
Levison's reassurance thatKhg was taking the right staind on 
the Vietnam war. King acknowledged that he would probably 
get a lot of criticism;, but was of the opinion that this 
country’s position is so wrong that a prophecy is needed, t 
It was his opinion that he should be the prophet to Inform ^ 
the country of this fact I wA - 
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On March 27, 1967, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that

Daves pointed out that with regard to King's 
latest book, various chapters were sent out to magazines 
including the "Saturday Evening Post", but none agreed to 
publish* It was King^ decision to publish a book and not 
try to get other magazines to publish his works* His decision 
was on advice frcsn Levison that he should not try to get his 
book printed in magazine installments since it was his 
opinion that the time is not right for this kind of book*- 

Uith regard to King’s personal plans, it was learned 
that he would be in Louisville, Kentucky on March 28, 1967, 
and would remain there until Friday, March 31, 1967. The 
purpose of his trip was unknown to the source* The source 
was able to learn^ however, that upon his return to Atlanta 
on Friday, King will address the Georgia Teachers Association^l^ 
It Is believed that King’s presence In Louisville will be to-^^^ 
attend the Board Meeting of the SCLC.

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Following their conference with Joan Daves, 

Levison and King met together during which time they 
discussed the whole question as to how to approach 
foundations, in light of King's stand on Vietnam. Both 
men agreed that they might not be able to get the support 
of the foundations, so instead of having to rely on the 
foundations, they should think of other avenues through which 
they could get funds for the SCLC and for King personally. 
Consequently, they decided that a meeting would be held in 
New York City on Tuesday, April 4, 1967, to discuss this 
y natter. Among those who are expected to attend are 
* -Jacht^l, Chaunce^^skridge (Chicago_ attorney ) and Je jjsj e 
ja c^cson . ' 

It was also revealed that on the same date as the 
New York meeting of April 4, 1967, King will attend and 
address a meeting at the Riverside Church, New York, New York, 
the purpose of which will be to neutralize any adverse 
criticism he might receive for having agreed to participate 
in the march against the war in Vietnam scheduled for 
April 15, 1967, The march in question is the one being 
sponsored by the Spring Mobilization Committee to End the 
Mar in Vietnam which is to commence in Central Park, New York 
and go to the United Nations. 

The address which King will make on Tuesday night 
at Riverside Church will be attended by students from Union 
Theological Seminary, Columbia University and by people from 
every walk of life. Along with the address. King will make 
a press statement explaining why he felt the need for taking 
a greater stand against the war and also making it clear i i 
that it was his own decision and did not involve the SCLC. 


In discussing his trip to New York on Tuesday, King 
set the meeting with Levison and other advisors for 10:00 a.m. 
at the New York Hilton Hotel. In this regard, Levison desires 
to make a statement to Machtel and the others in attendance 
that he has King's permission to hold finance meetings in 
King's absence. It is felt by Levison that Uachtel hesitates 
to act in the absence of King which delays Levison in his 
fund raising activities in behalf of the SCLC. 
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V^ith reference to fund raising activities, it was 
learned by the source that Levison wants to draw in some 
volunteers for fund raising and according to Levison, these 
people would become members of the Finance Committee. He is 
dissatisfied with the haphazard approach. that has beenj^^ 
used by the SCLC,
